Council cuts LEDA fund pending 90-day evaluation

Stopping short of issuing a “ produce or 
else” ultimatum, the Lompoc City Coun­ 
cil Thursday night took steps to lim it the 
funding of the Economic Development 
Association to one more quarter, 
pending a review of its success in at­ 
tracting new business and industry to the 
community. 
The decision came at a special 
adjourned session to review the 1976-77 
budget. The council instructed City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene L. W shiers to return at 
Tuesday’s regular meeting with a 
proposal altering the city’s contract with 
LEDA 
to lim it the funding to one 
quarterly payment of $5,000 effective 


July I. 
In another development at the 3 Vi-hour 
session, the council showed strong senti­ 
ment for increasing the police force by 
at least one additional officer but ended 
up at a loss as to, where to get the money 
to do it. 
“ We have not seen the fruition of the 
efforts of the Economic Development 
Association to date,” she said. “ Perhaps 
we may see some fruition in the future.” 
To that end, she said, it had been 
decided to recommend to the council 
that funding be extended for one ad­ 
ditional quarter and to concentrate on a 
“ monumental” effort to secure some 
results. 
The effort would call for a proposal for 


achieving results to be submitted within 
30 to 45 days after July I and an evalua­ 
tion at the end of the funding period as to 
whether any substantial progress has 
been made. 
, 
Councilman Joe Valencia pursued a 
“ sink or swim” attitude toward the ex­ 
tension, and urged that the city take no 
part in the “ monumental effort.” 
Mayor Stevens indicated he would 
prefer to take a more lenient attitude 
toward the project and give considera­ 
tion to continuing funding after 90 days if 
there was “ anything in the wind” at that 
time. 
“ This thing has been ‘in the wind’ for 
five years now with no success,” Valen­ 
cia replied. He also criticized what he 


termed the LED A’s recent “ political ac­ 
tivity” in taking a stand against Proposi­ 
tion 15, the nuclear energy initiative. 
“ I’ve also heard some criticism from 
the community on this subject,” Valen­ 
cia said. 
Mayor Stevens said that the LEDA 
board had felt the proposition had a 
direct effect oh the economy and so had 
taken the stand it did. 
“ I don’t believe I can buy that 
rationale,” Valencia replied. “ Proposi­ 
tion 15 had nothing to do with bringing 
business into this area,” which is the 
sole purpose of the LEDA, he added. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz sounded an optimistic 
note to the proceedings when she said, “ I 
have a feeling something is going to hap 
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pen very soon. I am happy that we are on 
the brink of something.” She did not 
elaborate, but indicated that some suc­ 
cess in encouraging one or more business 
or industrial firms to locate facilities 
here might be forthcoming soon. 
Council members made an almost line- 
by-line search of the various departmen­ 
tal budgets for “ fat” they could trim to 
finance the estimated $20,000 price tag 
on an additional officer but found the 
spending proposal about as lean as it 
could get already. 
The council settled for the prospect of 
securing the equivalent of an additional 
officer by reviewing a report to be 
prepared by Police Chief Jim Smith for 
the July 20 meeting detailing the ser­ 
vices now performed by the police 
department. Whether the council wishes 
to shift the service priorities to secure 
additional patrolling w ill be made at that 
time. 


Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz 
brought up the LEDA matter when she 
reported on a meeting between Chamber 
of Commerce, LEDA and city officials, 
including herself and Mayor E. C. 
Stevens. 
Each department head in the city was 
on hand to answer questions on budget 
requests. Otherwise, the budget session 
played to a sparse audience of less than a 
half dozen citizens, including represen­ 
tatives of the press. 
Only Alberta Morgan made citizen in­ 
put, asking an assortment of questions on 
the spending program and supporting the 
idea of adding an additional officer to the 
police force. 
Adoption of the budget is scheduled at 
next Tuesday’s meeting of the council 
when Wahlers w ill provide some revised 
figures based on the increased cost of the 
health insurance program and the 
Workers Compensation contribution. 


Helicopter 
ambulance 
eyed here

County officials revealed today that a 
helicopter service at no cost to the 
county — might be utilized to replace 
contracted private ambulance service in 
unincorporated areas. 
Talks between county officials and Air 
Assist Inc. of Van Nuys, which is serving 
the offshore oil industry, already have 
begun, it was learned today. 
A proposal w ill be made to the county 
which could result in setting up such a 
service with a central heliport location 
designated, according to County Special 
Services Director Prank Gambetta. 


The new development, which Gambet­ 
ta said “ seems too good to be true” 
comes as the board of supervisors has 
voted to discontinue $72,000 in county 
subsidies for ambulance grants located 
in Lompoc, Santa Maria and Santa Bar­ 
bara and serving various Lompoc and 
Santa Maria areas, Santa Ynez Valley 
and the South Coast. 
The action to cut subsidies has resulted 
in a letter from Santa Barbara Am­ 
bulance Co. saying it w ill pull out of its 
stations in Solvang, Goleta and Car­ 
pinteria as of midnight June 30. The com­ 
pany said It particularly cannot operate 
further in Santa Ynez Valley as it has 
been losing too much money. 


Gambetta credited Supervisor Robert 
Kallm an with learning about the 
helicopter service and referring the mat­ 
ter to the Special Services Division. He 
said the Van Nuys firm, if it locates 
here, would ask only to be reimbursed by 
users for its service at standard rates. 
He saki air rates conceivably could be 
less than surface ambulance rates in 
many cases because it can travel at 
speeds of 2.5 miles per minute and cover 
areas even as far away as Cuyama 
Valley. 


Gambetta said he understood the 
helicopter firm also could provide 
paramedic service and be on duty seven 
days a week, 24 hours a day with the only 
limitation being 30 air hours a month.

House approves 
revenue sharing; 
Ford 'pleased' 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The House wants to continue sharing federal tax revenue 
with local governments without new civil rights requirements or other major strings. 
The controversial extension of the revenue-sharing program, which will pump $25 
billion into 36,000 localities and states over the next four years, passed 361 to 35 late 
Thursday and was sent to the Senate. 
A series of votes guaranteed that recipients of the funds will not be subject to 
strong antidiscrimination standards, will not be forced to pay prevailing union wages 
on every project, and will not have to come back to Congress each year for a new ap­ 
propriation. 
The vote not to require new civil rights or union wage standards was 233 to 172 on a 
motion by Rep. L. H. Fountain, D-N.C. The same vote also blocked a proposal to 
grant extra funds to large cities and poor rural areas. 
The administration had hinted that President Ford would veto the bill if those 
provisions were in it. 
Ford said in a statement today he is “ extremely pleased” with the extension bill 
and hopes the Senate w ill act quickly on the matter. 
“ While the bill which passed the House does not contain many of my proposals for 
renewal of this critical domestic program,” said Ford, “ it does preserve the revenue 
sharing concept and incorporates certain changes I have proposed.” 
Of major importance to local governments was rejection of all efforts to have 
Congress appropriate funds on a yearly basis. Under the final bill, no further congres­ 
sional action w ill be required for local governments to receive their money. 
The present revenue-sharing program expires at year’s end unless extended. Under 
it, state and local governments received $30 billion in federal funds since 1972 to use 
largely as they saw fit. 
The House bill would extend the program through Sept. 30,1980, at $6.65 billion per 
year, a total $25 billion. 
Many Democrats wanted to kill the re venue-sharing idea altogether, but' were un­ 
able to generate enough support. Opponents say the federal government, with a $76 
billion deficit this year, has no revenue to share and should use its funds for specific 
federal programs. 
Supporters argue local governments will spend federal tax money more wisely 
than Washington. They said revenue sharing is the “ most efficient” of all federal 
programs, operated by only IOO persons.

Over proposed Forestry Service merger 
Firemen sign resignation pact

All IO volunteers serving Lompoc 
Valley’s county Station 51 in Vandenberg 
Village, have signed a resignation pact, 
effective if and when the Board of Super­ 
visors turns fire protection over to the 
state Division of Forestry, 


The supervisors are due to hear a 
report Monday delivered by John 
Hastings, deputy state forester for the 
Central Coast, on “ Fire Protection 
Alternatives for the County of Santa Bar­ 
bara.” It was anybody’s guess whether 
the supervisors would act one way or 
another after that. 


The action by the volunteers is the 
latest fallout from the supervisors in­ 
vestigation of the state program “ We 
the undersigned volunteers of Santa Bar­ 
bara County F ire D epartm ent 
Volunteers serving the Lompoc area via 
County Station 51,” the volunteers 
declared, “ hereby submit our resigna­ 
tion tentative upon the Board of Super­ 
visors approval of the California Divi­ 
sion of Forestry Department takeover. 
“ In the 12 years of volunteer service at 
Station 51, we have strived to acquire an 
efficient fire protection force. As 
homeowners in this area we see the need 
for a professional, year round, well- 
trained fire department. The California 
Division of Forestry’s proposal does not 
meet these objectives We feel that a 
totally inadequate level of protection is 
offered The CDF proposal does not offer 
home protection, provides for a lower 
manpower level than present county 
staffing, provides no protection during 


state emergencies, does not allow for 
adequate cover protection or move up of 
apparatus, and does not provide for 
rescue or public assist functions 
“ We will not participate in the CDF 
operation and are hereby on record as 
resigning immediately if the CDF 
proposal is accepted.” 
The controversy has had an impact in 
other respects. John Sherman and John 
Flaherty, both residents of the country 
club area of Vandenberg Village, told 
this reporter they were investigating 
reports that the changeover to the state 
program would result in higher fire in­ 
surance costs for their homes. Both men 
are leading members of the newly 
formed Village Homeowners’ Associa­ 
tion, but they said they spoke as in­ 
dividuals. 
“ We’re quite alarmed about it,” 
Sherman said yesterday. The men said 
they had come to no conclusions, but 
were looking into the possibility that 
higher insurance rates might occur 
because of the change. 
Ted Uss of Lompoc, an opponent of the 
state program and as a county 
firefighter, someone with a personal 
stake in the outcome, said 71 county 
firefighters would lose their jobs if the 
state took over, and that many local resi­ 
dents viewed the takeover as an un­ 
desirable loss of local control. 


Liss said “ Local fire protection and 
rescue and public assist service would be 
jeopardized in the following areas: Santa 
Ynez, Los Alamos, Slsquoc, Mission 
H ills, Los Carneros, Cuyama and 
Vandenberg Village ” 


A differing view came from Frank 
Lauran, analyst in the county ad­ 
ministrative office who has provided 
figures he says support the feasibility of 
the change. Lauran says the county 
stands to save substantially — $700,000 to 
$1.5 million — the first year — and that 
under one option, there would be a “ sub­ 
stantial” increase in the service. 
Uss disputes these figures. He told the 
Record that there would be dollar sav­ 
ings the first year of the switchover, but 
that there would be less the second year 
and even less the year after that. 
Liss also noted that county firefighters 
currently work 56 hours a week com- 
B 
red to 84 hours by Division of Forestry 
efighters, and that the U.S. Supreme 
Court was likely to rule in favor of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act that mandates 
a reduction in the state work week. If 
that becomes a reality, Liss said, the 
state would have to add manpower, 
about 15 per cent more than the force on 
which the current studies are based and 
thus would the projected savings would 
be reduced. 
Liss listed these undesirable condi­ 
tions that would come about if the state 
takes over: statewide recruitment would 
reduce employment opportunities for 
local residents; there would be a loss of 
local control; tture would be an even 
heavier reliance on volunteers than there 
is at the present; and the dollar savings 
projected by the proponents are open to 
question. 
Opponents were circulating petitions 
in some areas today in what has to be an 
eleventh hour bid to block the state’s 
takeover. 


BA RN ESVILLE, Ohio (U P I) - Rep. 
Wayne Hays came out of a 20-hour coma 
caused by an overdose of sleeping pills 
today and smiled at his wife from a 
hospital bed. The veteran congressman, 
target of a Washington sex scandal 
investigation, was upgraded to satis­ 
factory condition. 
Hays, 65, is “ saying a few words and 
making a few short sentences that make 
sense,” said Dr. Richard Phillips, the 
lawmaker’s personal physician. He said 
Hays asked for his wife, Pat, and 
“ smiled when she came into the room.” 
Hays, who won the Dem ocratic 
nomination for his 23rd term in Congress 
from Ohio Tuesday, was admitted to the 
Balm ville Medical Center Thursday 
morning suffering from an overdose of 
Dalmane sleeping pills. But Phillips said 
there was no evidence of any suicide at­ 
tempt. 
Hays is the target of two Washington 
investigations into charges he put 
Elizabeth Ray on the congressional 
payroll to serve as his mistress at $14,000 
a year. 
Phillips said he had removed Hays 
from the “ guarded” list and placed him 
in satisfactory condition. He said Hayes 
regained partial consciousness at 5:45 
a.m. EDT and asked for his wife. 


“ His body simply has to detoxify the 
drug,” said Phillips earlier. He added at 
the midmorning briefing that Hays will 
have to spend “ at least IO more days in 
the hospital” and “ a week to IO more 
days at home” for complete recovery. 


“ The fact that he is waking up in­ 
dicates that he did not take a horrific 
dose of sleeping pills,” said Dr. David 
f four physicians at- 
Schuster, one OI 
tending Hays. 
Mrs. Carol Clawson, Hays’ press 
secretary, said meanwhile Mrs. Hays 
had been by her husband’s bedside or in 
an adjoining hospital room since he was 
admitted. She said Mrs 
Hays, who 
married the congressman in April, had 
visited her father in Tennessee Wednes­ 
day and returned to Ohio Wednesday 
night. 


Phillips said Hays had taken an un­ 
known amount of Dalmane, “ a common­ 
ly prescribed sleeping pill,” apparently 
late Wednesday night. 


No suicide note was fowd, Phillips 
said, and Hays had “ no suicidal tenden­ 
cies.” He said there is “ no direct 
evid en ce" that Hays attem pted 
suicide. 
Columnist Jack Anderson said today 
Hays discussed possible suicide with him 
in Washington last week. He said Hays 
also telephoned from Ohio Wednesday 
afternoon to report that his new wife, 
Pat, had left him twice because of the 
sex scandal allegations by Elizabeth 
Ray, a former Capitol Hill office worker 
Anderson said on ABC’s “ Good Morn­ 


ing America” show that Hays was 
“ deeply despondent” in an hour-long 
meeting in the columnist’s office last 
week. 
“ He said in a low, husky whisper that 
if it would spare her more anguish, he’d 
put a bullet through his head, ami he 
added ‘I’ve got the guts to do it’,” said 
Anderson.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Rep John 
Young, D-Tex., said today he would 
counter sexual misconduct allegations 
made by a former secretary “ with all 
the resources at my command ” 
Young also told reporters in his Capitol 
Hill office he would “ neither confirm nor 
deny or in between any charges or 
accusations.” 
The New York Times said today 
Colleen Gardner, 30, a former office as­ 
sistant to Young, alleged that her 
$26,000-a-year job required sex relations 
with Young 
Young said he intended to take his 
case before the House Ethics Committee 
and a federal grand jury and refused to 
discuss the specific charges with 
reporters. 
“ I want them (the investigators) to go 
into this with a completely open mind,” 
he said. “ I will counter the charges with 
all the resources at my command.” 
Young, 59, is a 20-year member of 
Congress and is seeking re-election. He 
is married and has five children 
“ One of the critical aspects of this,” 
Young said, is that according to Justice 
Department guidelines “ they are not 
really interested in these peccadillos, 
they are interested in hard cash and 
federal salaries. Payroll padding is what 
it comes down to.” 
Young confirmed he had taken a room 
in the Pentagon Motel in nearby 
Arlington, Va., on “ various occasions, 
sometimes in the afternoon, sometimes 
in the evening, on weekdays and 
weekends,” and that he had used the 
“ nom de plume ... George Denton.” 
But, he said, the room was used 
because he was in the midst of a fight to 
save a m ilitary facility at Corpus 
Christi, Tex., his home district, and was 
meeting with sources in the Pentagon to 
try to keep ahead of the developments. 
He would not name them, he said, 
because “ my sources would lose their 
jobs instantly.” 
Sol Rosen, Miss Gardner’s attorney, 
told U PI “ there is overlapping evidence 
in her case and Betty (Elizabeth) Ray’s, 
whom she knows " 


Supervisors backtrack on 
change in deputy formula

By a 9-2 vote, the board on 
motion by Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman, also agreed to add 
$12,000 to the $9,000 overtime 


appropriation in the proposed 
$5.3 million Sherlff-Coroner 
budget. 
Supervisors Francis H. Beat­ 
tie and Harrell Fletcher voted 
against the Kallman motion for 
a change in the formula setting 
number of deputies who are 
dq^loyed in the field. 
The motion which passed 
would change the formula to 
provide ai officer for each 1,400 
population rather than one for 
each 1,200 at present.

"If true, the accusations 
warranted voting against me," 
he said. "But tiiey are not true, 
and my opponent will be called 
on to document them in detail." 
Dodson, seeking electioi to a 
second term, said he will cam­ 
paign on the issue of efficiency 
he has brought aboit in the 
Superior Courts. 
Dodds pulled the surprise of 
the Primary election in getting 
more than 34,000 votes, some 
2,000 less than the incumbent, 
while a third candidate, James 
Oppen, had more than 17,000 
votes after openly lambasting 
the judge along with Dodds.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
National Council on Alcoholism 
brands a report by the Rand 
Corp. “ a cruel hoax" for 
suggesting that some reformed 
alcoholics may safely resume 
social drinking. 
“People will look at what 
they want to see in this story 
and a lot are going to die 
because of these headlines," 
Dr. Nicholas A. Pace, president 
of the New York City affiliate 
of the Council, said Thursday. 
Council President John K. 
Maclver said his organization 
had never seen a copy of the 
Rand report, which he said 
should have been published in 
scientific journals and scruti­ 
nized by peers before being 
released to the “lay public." 
“The report shows a small 
group, under certain conditions, 
has been able to return to drink­ 
ing. But it is a preliminary 
study, too vague and not 
viable," Maclver told a news 
conference. 
He added, “This is a cruel 
hoax on a number of people." 
The federally-financed Rand 
study of some 1,340 alcoholics 
said because there Is “no scien­ 
tific evidence that abstainers 
are more likely to avoid relapse 
than moderate drinkers, we 
must entertain the possibility of 
normal drinking for some 
alcoholics." 


Dr. Luther Cloud, vice 
chairman of the Council’s 
board, said studies conducted at 
Washington University and the 
University of South Carolina 
revealed "the opposite of the 
Rand report* is true: An 
alcoholic may never resume the 
use of alcohol in any form.”

While they do not sting with 
more force or venom than 
European bees, the African 
bees anger quickly and, when 
disturbed, swarm into enor­ 
mous clouds and attack any liv­ 
ing thing in sight. 
The bees became a menace 
when a few of the early arrivals 
in Brazil escaped from a hive at 
an agricultural experimenta­ 
tion station in Sao Paulo and 
began reproducing with the nor­ 
mally docile European breed. 
Agricultural experts said 
some of the bees were moving 
north rapidly, and could reach 
Mexico and the southern United 
States in seven to IO years. 
A study prepared by the 
Brazilian Agriculture Ministry 
showed that, once provoked, an 
African bee often will sting a 
person or animal an average of 
60 times per minute in a non­ 
stop attack that can last up to 
two hours. 
Several thousand African 
bees will pursue a victim for at 
least 350 feet from their nest, 
the study said.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
new judge has been assigned to 
preside over the trial of 
Patricia Hearst on ll state 
charges — the same judge who 
sent to prison Donald De- 
Freeze, the leader of the band 
that kidnaped her. 
The assignment of Superior 
Court Judge William Ritzi to 
the Hearst case was made 
public Thursday by Supervising 
Judge Jack Goertzen. 
Ritzi sentenced DeFreeze to 
Soledad state prison in the early 
1970s for assaulting a woman 
and stealing her purse. 
Ritzi said that DeFreeze, out 
of the many prisoners he had 
sentenced, “stuck in my mind" 
because he “acted as his own 
attorney and I recall that he 
quoted the bible, sang hymns 
and wept before the jury." 
While serving the term im­ 
posed by Ritzi, DeFreeze joined 
the Black Cultural Association, 
black prisoners with ties to 
white radicals allowed to enter 
the prison as teachers. An of­ 
fshoot of the group became the 
Symbionese Liberation Army. 
On March 3, 1972, DeFreeze 
escaped from the prison and 
took up leadership of the un­ 
derground group, 
styling 
h im self "G eneral F ield 
Marshal Cinque." 
‘ Eleven months later the SLA 
kidnaped Miss Hearst. Follow­ 


ing her announced conversion 
to the group, police were 
alerted that the SLA was in the 
Los Angeles area by an alleged 
crime spree by Miss Hearst ami 
William and Emily Harris — 
origin of the state charges 
against them of kidnap, rob­ 
bery and assault. 


“I will treat her as I would 
any other defendant, firmly but 
fairly," said Ritzi, who spent 23 
years as a prosecutor and had 
risen to the third-ranking posi­ 
tion in the district attorney’s of­ 
fice before he was named to the 
bench by Gov. Ronald Reagan 
in 1969. 


Although Miss Hearst is still 
technically a codefendant with 
the Harrises, Goertzer said he 
acted (rn the assumption their 
trials will be severed. Federal 
authorities, conducting a psy­ 
chiatric examination of Miss 
Hearst on her San Francisco 
bank robbery conviction, have 
made clear they will not 
release her in time to stand 
trial with the Harrises.

suicide spans — but its purpose 
is to deter throwers, not 
jumpers. 
“I’m sure people will call it a 
suicide fence,” Dale Luehring, 
bridge general manager, said 
Thursday. “But it’s not. It’s 
just to keep pedestrians from 
dropping stuff on Ft. Point." 
Luehring said officials have 
been trying to halt the rain of 
debris from the bridge to the 
Ft. Point National Historic site 
220 feet below for years. 
Tourists at Ft. Point have 
narrowly missed getting conked 
with everything from rocks, 
bottles and beer cans to a bowl­ 
ing ball. 
The nine-foot high fence will 
be constructed at the southeast 
end of the bridge and will 
stretch 320 feet across the 
pylons. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has passed a sweeping 
bill to tighten antitrust procedu­ 
res, ending ll days of bitter 
debate in which foes tried to 
block the measure with a tangle 
of talk, p a rl i ame nt ar y 
maneuvers and delaying tac­ 
tics. 
The measure was approved 65 
to 19 late Thursday shortly 
after Democratic and Republi­ 
can leaders agreed to a com­ 
promise amendment to dilute 
opposition to some of the provi­ 
sions. 
Sen. James Allen, D-Ala., 
who led the forces against the 
bill, said some of the “defects 
have been cured,” but he still 
opposes it as do others who 
stood with him. 
The final vote was a victory 
for Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich., 
who has pushed the reforms for 
more than a dozen years. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield called it “the 
most significant antitrust legis­ 
lation to pass the Senate since 
1950 ... a monumental piece of 
legislation that will long benefit 
the people of this nation." 
A much more limited version 
of the bill was passed by the 
House in March It will likely 
send the measure to a joint con­ 
ference committee to work out 
differences. 
The bill is aimed at giving the 


Justice Department broader 
authority to investigate and 
prosecute antitrust violations 
and to give the states new 
power to seek treble damages 
for price-fixing schemes. 
Despite a' cloture vote last 
week that blocked a filibuster, 
conservatives waged an inten­ 
sive battle to weaken the bill. 
Most of their efforts were 
defeated. 
The bill’s chief provision, 
which President Ford strongly 
opposed when it was passed by 
the House in March, would 
allow state attorneys general to 
seek treble damages against

The compromise limits the 
treble damages provision solely 
to price fixing and patently 
fraudulent schemes. 


Emerging from a series of 
day-long closed-door meetings, 
assistant Democratic Leader 
Robert Bjn-d told the Senate the 
compromise made three basic 
changes in the controversial 
measure: 


It struck out a provision 
providing the Justice Depart­ 
ment with automatic authority 
to seek a temporary restraining 
order to block any business 
merger, but kept intact the 
bill’s 30-day pre-merger notifi­ 
cation requirement. 


The compromise, however, 
also requires that if the govern­ 
ment goes to court to seek an 
injunction to block a merger, 
the case must be expedited. 


Moreover, the compromise 
would prevent private at­ 
torneys handling antitrust suits 
for a state from collecting 
windfall contingency fees based 
on a percentage of the settle­ 
ment.

A searing drought baking the 
upper Midwest may be the final 
straw for some farmers and 
farms. 
A killing combination of 
frosts, ice storms, floods and 
now drought is chipping away 
the stamina of both farmers 
and land. 
Drought also wore down 
crops in California and exces­ 
sive rain endangered the winter 
wheat harvests in Texas and the 
South Atlantic states. 
Substantial rains — the first 
in weeks — fell Wednesday 
night and Thursday In some 
drought-blistered areas of the 
Midwest, but for many farmers 
it was too little too late and 
drought losses mounted past 
the $1 billion mark. 
“ Immediate action is neces­ 
sary to stave off an impending 


agricultural disaster,” Wiscon­ 
sin Gov. Patrick Lucey said in 
announcing he would seek dis­ 
aster aid for hard-hit Wis­ 
consin farmers. “ In recent 
years, our farmers have been 
hit with frost, ice storms, floods 
and a roller coaster climate 
that has cut into their yields 
and profits. 
“ In some cases, the breaking 
point is near and unless im­ 
mediate action is taken, 
families will be forced to sell 
their life's investment and the 
farm's production capability 
may be lost forever.” 
Minnesota farmers lost some 
50 per cent of their projected 
hay, barley, spring wheat, flax 
and rye crops to the drought. 
Minnesota Gov. Wendell And­ 
erson of Minnesota told a news 
conference he was asking 
President Ford to declare a dis- 
State to cut aid to aged

"W e do know about the 
talks," Don Curlee of the 
Southern Central Farmers 
Committee in Delano said,

story.” 
The talks also include re­ 


presentatives of Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr., who apparently 
helped arrange the initial dis­ 
cussions. 
Participants in the talks 
reportedly include Jerry Cohen, 
a UFW attorney; Lee Harold 
Gibbons, a Teamsters vice 
president; Lee Shaw, a promi­ 
nent grower attorney; and 
Howard Berman, the Demo­ 
cratic leader of the state As­ 
sembly.

But Solomon’s 6-1, WI, 7-6, 6-1 win 
against the second seeded left-hander 
from Argentina Thursday gave him a 
semifinal berth against Raul Ramirez of 
Mexico—a clash which may resurrect an 
old controversy in American tennis. 
For when the United States lost its 
Davis Cup round to Mexico last year in 


Mexico City, Solomon was not chosen for 
the singles even though he was (rn the 
U.S. team. Brian Gottfried took his place 
and was beaten by Ramirez which helped 
give Mexico a winning 3-2 edge. The man 
who made the selection was Tony 
Trabert. 
Solomon was confident he could beat 
Ramirez in the semifinal which is to be 
played Saturday. “ I’ve beaten him the 
last two times out so let’s put it this 
way—if I had to pick someone to play in 
the semis, he would be the guy I would 
like best,” Solomon said. 
In Saturday’s other semifinal, Eddie 
Dibbs of Miami, Fla., will face Adriano 
Panatta, who is bidding to win the Italian 
and French titles back to back. 
In today’s action, Fred McNair and 


Sherwood Stewart, the second ranked 
U.S. doubles pair, take on Gottfried and 
Ramirez for the men’s doubles title 
worth $10,000 to the winner. 
The women’s singles semifinals are 
also slated, with top seed Sue Barker of 
Britain meeting Virginia Ruzici of 
Romania and Yugoslavia’s Renata 
Tomanova taking on another Romanian, 
Florenta Mihai.

Ambulance service 


It seems to us that the 
County board of supervisors 
took an extremely fast action 
this week in denying subsidies 
to ambulance services. The 
vote was 3-2 with Supervisor 
Francis Beattie voting in the 
negative during a highly con­ 
fusing session. 
The gist of the action ap­ 
pears to be that the taxpayers 
will benefit by some $70,000 
but we have trouble seeing it 
completely that way. 
Historically ambulance ser­ 


vice, a vital public service, 
has had to be subsidized in 
order for operators to continue 
in business. Over the years, 
the city of Lompoc has 
wrestled with this problem 
and at times have found 
themselves even without am­ 
bulance service. 
The county administration 
feels that the subsidy should 
be taken away and that the 
ambulance operators should 
hike their fees to make up the 
difference. Most ambulance 


business comes from Medi-Cal 
and Medi-Care patients and 
those fees are set and cannot 
be hiked. Where does that 
leave the operator? 
Frankly, we don’t like to see 
tax dollars used .for any sub­ 
sidy but we can’t apply that 
feeling to ambulance service 
anymore than we can to police 
and fire services which are, of 
course, totally tax subsidized. 
It is a vital service to life itself 
.

WASHINGTON - Uncle Sam has paid 
out millions in educational benefits to 
Vietnam War veterans who pocketed 
most of the money and thai played 
hookey. 
Legitimate students have collected 
millions more in overpayments, which 
were mistakenly disbursed because of sl­ 
oppy bookkeeping. So 
far, the government 
has recovered only 
about 80 per cent. 
The figures are 
staggerirg. The over­ 
payments amount to 
more than $1.4 billion. 
By the end of June, it 
is estim ated the 
Treasury will still be 
short $376 million 
which it has been un­ 
able to recover. 
No one really knows, 
on the other hand, how many veterans 
have been collecting educational benefits 
without bothering to go to school. But at 
one community college alone, in­ 
vestigators found that the taxpayers had 
spent over $3.7 million for the education 
of veterans who didn’t attend classes. 
A year ago, we reported that students 
were collecting overpayments and bogus 
benefits under the GI hill. The House 
Veterans Committee, meanwhile, 
ordered the General Accounting Office 
to investigate. Here are the findings of 
the GAO and the committee staff: 
Nine years ago, the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration overpaid educational 
benefits by a trifling seven-tenths of one 
per cent. The rate now has reached 
an alarming 15.6 per cent. At the end of 
1975, the overpayments totaled $1.4 
billion. 
The GAO study found that too much 
money had been paid to veterans under 
the GI hill because the schools were slow 
in reporting dropouts and because the 
Veterans Administration’s “processing 
practices’’ were “poor.” 
As we reported last year, many 
veterans have taken advantage of a lax 
law, which was intended to permit 
veterans to begin their education without 
waiting around for the wherewithal. 
Under the law, the government benefit 
checks must be sent out before the 
veterans start their classes. 
Some veterans have stayed home from 
school and have used the benefits to line 
their pockets at the taxpayers’ expense. 
Many colleges, particularly community 
colleges, are willing to keep the absent 
veterans on their rolls, because the 
bigger the enrollment, the more state 
support they can claim, 
At the Florida Junior College in 
Jacksonville, for example, House in­ 
vestigators found a startling number of 
Vietnam veterans on the rolls whose 


transcripts showed they hadn’t been 
studying. 
One had been carried as a student 
since 1969. He had enrolled in 32 courses 
without earning a single credit. Yet the 
school permitted him to remain enrolled, 
and he drew a minimum of $270 a month 
from the taxpayers the whole time. 
After the visit from the House in­ 
vestigators, the school hastily reviewed 
its records and dropped 25 per cent of the 
veterans from its student body. This 
should save the taxpayers at least $3.75 
million. 
The same story has been repeated 
around the country. A VA audit team at 
Northern Virginia Community College, 
for example, turned up “discrepancies” 
in literally thousands of cases. The 
“potential liability” in 831 of the cases 
was estimated at $768,920.09. 
Footnote: The VA is trying to tighten 
its procedures to avoid the overpay­ 
ments and to increase it collections. 
HORSE ABUSE: The world’s most 
famous horses, the Upizzan Stallions, 
have been cruelly abused on their 
current U.S. tour. 
Sworn affidavits and taped state­ 
ments, documenting the brutality, have 
been turned ova* to us. Employes who 
have worked with the horses have also 
told us stories of repeated negligence 
and mistreatment. 
The Lipizzan Stallions, whose 
ancestors were carefully bred by royal 
families of the 17th century, have ap­ 
peared in several movies. The dramatic 
rescue from Austria during World War II 
was featured in a Walt Disney movie, 
“Miracle of the White Stallions ” 


Here are a few typical allegations 
about how the beautiful animals are now 
treated in the “Wonderful World of 
Horses” show — allegations which the 
management denies as “absolutely 
false.” 
— When a trailer wheel broke last 
month, the panicky stallions kicked and 
bit each other severely. The horses that 
could still perform had white shoe polish 
spread over their open wounds, ac­ 
cording to witnesses, so the spectators 
wouldn’t see the injuries. The show’s 
director, John Finley, insisted that only 
baby powder and zinc ointment had been 
applied. 
— Former employes told of one horse 
being spurred until it bled profusely, 
another horse being whipped to the 
ground, still other horses being beaten 
with heavy chains and rubber hoses. 
“Not true,” said the director. 
— The vans which haul the horses from 
city to city are in such miserable condi­ 
tion, it is also alleged, that they cause in­ 
jury to the horses. Finley acknowledged 
that repairs have had to be made but 
denied that the equipment has injured 
any horses. 
— Former employes also complained 
that the horses were kept in trucks up to 
three days without exercise. “A total 
lie,” responded Finley. 
— A year ago, a company truck turned 
over, burst into flames and burned alive 
the driver and four horses. Former 
employes swear the director had been 
warned repeatedly that the fuel hose was 
leaking. Finley said that he had never 
received any such warning and that in­ 
vestigators were unable to determine the 
cause of the accident. 


York City for a generation. He has main­ 
tained a remarkable record. A year does 
not go by without a book by Wagner, 
usually a scholarly enterprise, but 
sometimes a novel, or a travel book. You 
would not guess from the exuberance 
and serenity of his 
work that his teaching 
duties are conducted 
in circumstances that 
would have aroused 
protest from a con­ 
script school teacher 
in Dickensian London. 
For years and years, 
Professor Wagner has 
written about the self- 
defeating features of 
“open enrollment.” 
This last became a 
shibboleth in the 
golden age of Mayor John Lindsay. Simp­ 
ly stated, it is the doctrine that anyone 
who graduates from a high school in New 
York City must be admitted, if he ap­ 
plies, to the City system of the Univer­ 
sity of New York (CUNY) — where, by 
long tradition, his school tuition will be: 
Nothing — a gift from the people of New 
York City. 
Now, there are parts of the United 
States where a degree from high school 
is putative indication of a serviceable 
academic background, even if you placed 
low in your class. But these are high 
schools that require that you maintain 
certain standards in order to receive that 
diploma. It was a very long time ago that 
New York City simply gave up on the 
matter. If a student who, whether 
because he simply couldn’t master the 
material or because he refused to do the 
work, reached a certain age. the school 
administration faced the alternative 


either of forcing him to repeat and 
repeat and repeat, which is an act of 
cruelty both to the student and to his 
fellow students, teachers and ad­ 
ministrators; or, simply scratching his 
name on a diploma, shoving it into his 
hand, and getting rid of him. 
But with that diploma, he now went to 
college. Some of them, it is alleged, 
arrived without the ability confidently to 
write and to spell their own names. 
For ten years, Geoffrey Wagner has 
written about the demoralizing impact of 
this inundation of young men and women 
on CUNY. Millions of dollars have been 
spent every year attempting to teach 
these students to read, to write, to per­ 
form elementary arithmetic. He es­ 
timates. using UNESCO’S standards of 
literacy (the reading and writing ability 
of the average 13-year-old), that the 
majority of the students of CUNY are il­ 
literate. 


It is a relief of sorts that the drop-out 
rate is so high — 50 per cent last year. 
But the damage done while in residence 
is incalculable, and it is of course mis­ 
taken to suppose that a drop-out rate of 
50 per cent after one year means that the 
college is spared the ignorant ami disrup­ 
tive contingent Because this semester’s 
drop-out rate does not effect next 
semester’s matriculation rate. If 50 per 
cent of the population dies at the end of 
every year ami births are equal to fifty 
per cent, then the population remains 
static. 
Professor Wagner most recently 
remarked the appalling ignorance of 
many educational experts in New York 
City of conditions in the college system 


constructed by ideologues. “City College 
shoehorns hordes of students into fire- 
hazard dens where they snooze and fitful­ 
ly smoke beneath obscene graffiti, large­ 
ly oblivious to the professor bravely ad­ 
dressing the ether, since, a lot of the 
time, nothing much can be heard anyway 
... They are regularly mugged. Assaults 
on teachers have increased nearly 80 per 
cent and robberies of teachers and stu* 
dents 36 per cent in the last five years. 
The city spends over $5 million a year 
repairing smashed schoolroom win­ 
dows.” 
The faculty is beginning to react. As it 
is, “they must shove to class through 
giggling junkies in congested corridors, 
littered with butts and sticky with gum, 
clutching their last copies of Plato and 
murmuring ‘Excuse me,’ to which 
scowling students return a ‘Watch your 
feet, man.’ Anything left around is in­ 
stantly stolen, like the movie projector 
and the piano stolen from CUNY classes 
in session. Last year applications for 
faculty retirement were up by 40 per 
cent.” 
It is instructive that the mess is being 
accosted not by the application of 
reason; not by the felt yearnings of the 
serious students of CUNY whose 
academic lives are a protracted night­ 
mare; not by a mobilized intellectual 
class. But by that faceless, leaden, brute 
force: money. CUNY is not only intellec­ 
tually broke, it’s running out of money. 
This means a tuition rate. This means 
students will have to pay money for their 
education This means that their attitude 
of the shiftless towards education may 
change, ever so slightly. Mr. Wagner s 
prophecies are. alas, realized.

July 8 and on each succeeding even- 


numbered day up to and including the 
26th. Confusing? Well, in July this in­ 
cludes the 10th, 12th, 14th, 16th, 18th, 
20th, 22nd and 24th. IncidenUlly, motor­ 
cycle registrations can expire any day of 
the month, just to confuse you more if 
you own a motorcycle. 
If the deadline falls on a weekend or 
holiday, fees may be paid on the first 
business day after that. All commercial 
vehicles and trailers must be registered 
by the lari day of the month, just to con­ 
fuse you more if you own a commercial 
vehicle or trailer. 
Each month will follow the same pat 
tern although dates may diffei 
somewhat. 
As we all know, this system is designee 
to eliminate the long registratior 
renewal lines of past years and ease the 
annual renewal crunch, year-rounc 
registration divides renewal deadline! 
on a monthly basis. 
This year there will be no grace perioc 
after the deadline as under the old year 
end system. Remember, no grac< 
period. 
Those motorists who fail to meet theii 
deadline and continue to operate tbeii 
vehicles on public roadways will bi 
charged an additional 50 per cent of thei 
fee in penalty. Remember, 50 per cent 
A late $24 registration payment, for ex 
ample, would cost a tardy motorists ai 
extra $12, or $36 toUl.
